Belvedere’s sliding hill 
finally 
succeeded in destroying one of the 
three old cod fishery buildings 
which escaped the $137,000 lire in 
1937. 
Russell Rice, city councilman and 
a Belvedere Land Company repre­ 
sentative, reported today that the 
slide had finally pushed a bunk- 
house, now used for apartment, off 
of its piling and onto the beach 
Part of the building collapsed, but 
the rest is standing up-right on the 
beach. 
The bunkhouse, endangered since 
the slide started January 1, was not 
occupied as it slid to the beach 
about 2:30 Tuesday afternoon. Its 
four apartments had been evacuat­ 
ed shortly after the slide began, 
although some furniture remained 
in the building. 
In falling, the building did no 
damage to the adjoining bunk- 
house because land company work­ 
ers had sawed all connecting timber 
and decking between the two, Rice 
said. 
The slide merely pressed on the 


side of the building until the pilings 
were shoved to about a 45-degree 
angle and the structure slid off.

“We can’t exactly look ujfbn it as 
damage. We are not going to put 
the 'building back. We are going 
to tear it down and take the lum­ 
ber away.”

Master Plan's Most Ambitious Vision Is 
Six-Lane Freeway For The Miracle Mile 


(Fourth In A Series) 
By DON DAVIS 


While city attorneys for San Ra­ 
fael and San Anselmo are partici­ 
pating in a court struggle over the 
claims to the right-of-way of the 
old railroad bed (the Miracle Mile 
route) between the two cities, plan­ 
ners have quietly gone along en­ 
visioning great things for this mis­ 
erable stretch. 
‘ 
Their plans aren't just to tal^e the 
bumps out. Traffic counts have 
proved that this route is used by 
more cars than is Highway 101 at 
certain times of the day. 
This section of .Fourth street car­ 
ries a traffic flow four times as 
great as the estimated maximum 
capacity. The planners say 400 ve­ 
hicles on an average can pass in an 
hour and still be safe according to 
good planning. According to recent 
traffic counts, an average of 1,600 
vehicles 
an 
hour 
are 
clocked 
through this area. A similar situa­ 
tion exists on the section of Fourth 
street just east of the Second street 
tie-iri (near H street). Here, peak 
traffic flow Is 1.000 vehicles, almost 
three times as much as it should be. 
PARKING CONGESTED 
On a section of Fourth street just 
east of A street the peak is 1,050 
vehicles, more than at the H street 
section, and in a part of town where 
parking is congested. Anyone wit­ 
nessing the web of traffic at this 
part of the street during peak traf­ 
fic hours, needs no figure to prove 
that traffic load here is also far 
In excess of estimated maximum 
capacity. 
At the parallel streets of Third 
and Second east of the mid-town 
section of A and B streets, the peak 
is less, but still far In excess of 
what it should be. 
Similar conditions exist on both 
sides of Francisco boulevard and Ir­ 
win street in areas west of Lincoln, 
under the highway, and south of 
Third street. The study shows that

Prices of white potatoes were roll­ 
ed back 5 to 10 per cent on Saturday 
at the farm level, and then the 
rollback was modified slightly by 
price stabilisers in response to pro­ 
ducers’ protests. Retail prices, how­ 
ever, have not yet been affected, 
and there may be further modifi­ 
cations In potato ceilings before the 
retail rollback, scheduled for Janu­ 
ary 28, is put into effect.

ON THE OTHER HAND, they 
see the president obstinately set 
against doing anything decisive to 
neutralize the corruption Issue.

Well, now that you 
understand the schwa, don’t worry 
about it, tor the Review points 
out:

“Such free use of the schwa does 
not endanger intelligibility, as the 
consonant framework of many 
words identifies them fully and the 
context makes meanings clear. In 
fact, easy speech with liberal use 
of the schwa sound has acceptance 
today as the standard for radio 
and the stage.” 


A TRIBE OF BUSHMEN who 
live on the fringes of the Kala­ 
hari desert in Africa has its own 
version of the schwa. 
Actually, 
it's more of a chck than a schwa. 
“""he language of these people,” 
says the Review, “is described as 
consisting mainly of clicks made 
with the tongue against the roof 
of the mouth . . . although the 
English-speaking person employs , 
clicks only in addressing horses 
or other animals, it is striking to 
note the predominance in current 
American speech of a similarly 
rudimentary sound—the schwa.”

This complacency in the shadow 
of disaster would be more under­ 
standable, if precisely these same 
men were not needling the presi­ 
dent to run again.

Architect Doesn't 
Like Fees Either 
EDITOR 
Independent-Journal 
We respectfully request permis­ 
sion to comment on your recent 
editorials on the cost of school 
buildings, and your statement that 
“architectural services for private 
comparable projects cost less con­ 
siderably than the eight per cent 
which 
architects charge public 
schools,’* a statement that to our 
knowledge is not supported by any 
known facts. 
There are no “private compara­ 
ble projects” subject to1 the same 
requirements as public schools but 
the California Council of Archi­ 
tects, for fee purposes, considers of 
a comparable nature to schools the 
following type projects: 
Banks, Colleges and Universities, 
Churches, Theaters, Auditoriums, 
Government Administration Build- 
ings, Hospitals, Libraries, Museums 


Clubs, 
Lodges 
and 
Fraternity 
Houses. 
We enclose for your considera­ 
tion a copy of the Recommended 
Schedule of Compensation Issued 
by the Council. You will noto that 
the recommended tee for all of the 
above mentioned projects is the 
same eight per cent. 
We agree with Architect Craw­ 
ford’s letter in your December 23nd 
issue that $15.00 a foot is not sub- 
stantially more than the curren! 
cost of comparable private struc­ 
tures in the above category. We de 
not agree with his statement, that 
Sacramento 
requirements 
a d d 
comparatively little to bid costs 
for the following reasons: 
State structural, fire and panle 
p r e v e n t i o n requirements for 
schools add to the cos! as do 
checking fees for state review of 
school plans and specifications. 
Close State inspection and insis­ 
tence on higher quality materials 
and workmanship than generally 
accepted in private work also add 
to school costp. 
Multi-purpose rooms and teach­ 
ers’ rooms are necessities and no! 
luxuries in the successful function­ 
ing of the school plant and must 
be so considered. 
The fee system works invariably 
to the disadvantage of the archi­ 
tect. Failure to design economical­ 
ly soon leaves the architect with­ 
out clients. Faced with the per­ 
petual problem of cutting costs to 
save money and remain within 
budgeted costs never does the 
architect share In these savings as 
with every reduction in cost his 
fee is correspondingly reduced. 
The architect should be paid f 
premium for all savings to his 
client.

Begin Feb. 20 


WASHINGTON UFh-A hearing on 
three major legal points which have 
arisen tn the controversial Califor­ 
nia submerged oil * lands case will 
begin here Feb. 20.

They prepared statements for the 
house armed services committee 
which is holding open hearings on 
a blueprint for UMT. One proposal 
is to begin the program this year 
by taking SO,000 volunteers for six 
months' training and It months' ac­ 
tive duty.

MADE HIS FITCH 
Next day Chappell and Watson 
returned to Roberts’ apartment to 
watch a baseball game on television. 
And then Watson made his pitch j 
. . . “I’ve got to get my nose clean-1 
ed,” he told Jim Yellow — meaning 
he needed a shot of heroin. 
Jim Yellow picked up a telephone, 
dialed a number, and told someone: 
“When you come over, bring ten of 
those things and coihe over right 
away.” 
Later, a Negro brought a sack full 
of money into the apartment, and 
he handed a little brown envelope 
to Roberts. Jim Yellow passed the 
envelope to Watson — an envelope 
containing 10 capsules of heroin. 
Watson gave Jim Yellow $30 — 
the usual price of $3 a cap which 
junkies pay to Washington peddlers. 
And the agents had their evidence. 
But they wanted a bigger haul of 
heroin if they could get it.

Roberts about the chances of “get­ 
ting a piece” — getting a large 
quantity of heroin.

They are responsible for a traffic 
that is destroying the bodies and 
minds of men, women and children 
vrhp become prisoners of the habit, 
they are the men hunted day and 
night by TJ. S. narcotics agents. 
“Jim Yellow” was one of the 
hunted. Agents tracked him down 
in his plush Washington apartment 
two years ago. “Jim Yellow” Roberts, 
a 200-pound, light-skinned Negro, 
drove a Cadillac and lived in luxury 
with his brown-haired young white 
wife, “Tinky.” 
Federal 
agents 
had 
been 
on 
Roberts* trail for years. They sus­ 
pected he was a big-shot in the 
New 
York-Washington 
narcotics 
traffic, and that he was one of the 


big hidden sources supplying dope 
to street peddlers who passed it on 
to addicts. 
CAUGHT IN 1915 
They caught him in 1945 with 44 
ounces of heroin in his possession 
and sent him to prison. The treasury 
department announced after his ar­ 
rest at that time the “East’s largest 
dope ring has been cracked.” 
But Jim Yellow spent only two 
and a half years behind bars. Then 
he came back to Washington and 
soon the agents were on his trail 
again. The files of the U. S. Nar­ 
cotics Bureau give this story: 
One October day two strangers 
came to town driving a flashy Ca­ 
dillac convertible with Michigan 
license plates. One of the men was 
a Negro, Jim Watson, who had 
known Roberts years before in De­ 
troit. His white companion was nar­ 
cotics agent Howard W. Chappell, 
masquerading under the name “Lon­ 
nie." 
They made discreet inquires and 
then drove to Robert's apartment 
house. This was the beginning of a 
tense 72 hours — with success or 


failure depending on whether they 
could gain the confidence of Jim 
Yellow. 
At the apartment house, Watson 
left agent Chappell in the car. He 
walked into the building and knock 
ed on Roberts’ apartment door. The 
big Negro peered out, recognised an 
old friend — and the informer step­ 
ped into Roberts’ apartment with its 
thick carpen», expensive furniture 
and a $3,000 television set built into 
a Chinese cabinet.

The 
whole carefully laid plan would col­ 
lapse if Roberts’ became suspicious. 
But then Jim Yellow said: “That 
doesn’t make any difference. I have 
a white wife. Bring him in.” 
Watson called Chappell into the 
apartment to meet Roberts. “Make 
yourself at home,” Jim Yellow told 
his visitors. Then be asked Watson 
what kind of car he was driving, 
“A 1948 Cadillac convertible,” the 
informer replied casually. 
Jim Yellow was impressed. “Man, 
you’re doing all right, too,” he said. 
Then Roberts, the host, became 
expansive and boastful to prove to 
his guests that he was a big man 
around town. 
“Don’t you worry about anything 
while you are in town,” he said. If 
there was any trouble with police, 
he said, Just call him and he would 
see that the cops were fired. 
Finally the talk: got around to 
marihuana and Watson asked Ro­ 
berts if he had any “pot.” 


’GOOD STUFF’ 
.Jim Yellow went into a bedroom 
and came out with three or four 
ounces of marihuana in a hat-box 
lid.

MADE HIS PITCH 
Next day Chappell and Watson 
returned to Roberts’ apartment to 
watch a baseball game on television. 
And then Watson made his pitch 
. . . “I’ve got to get my nose clean­ 
ed,” he told Jim Yellow — meaning 
he needed a shot of heroin. 
Jim Yellow picked up a telephone, 
dialed a number, and told someone: 
“When you come over, bring ten of 
those things and cothe over right 
away.” 
Later, a Negro brought a sack full 
of money into the apartment, and 
he handed a little brown envelope 
to Roberts. Jim Yellow passed the 
envelope to Watson — an envelope 
containing 10 capsules of heroin. 
Watson gave Jim Yellow $30 — 
the usual price of $3 a cap which 
junkies pay to Washington peddlers. 
And the agents had their evidence. 
But they wanted a bigger haul of 
heroin if they could get it. 
During 
dinner, 
Watson 
asked 
Roberts about the chances of “get­ 
ting a piece” — getting a large 
quantity of heroin. Jim Yellow told 
him he could deliver an ounce the 
next afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
“How much will the stuff cost?” 
“$300,” Roberts replied. 
Watson protested he could buy 
the same amount in New York at a 
much cheaper price. 


A PANIC THERE 
“Like hell you can,” Jim Yellow 
retorted. “You know there is a panic 
there and if you want any stuff that 
good, youl! have to get it from 
me.” 
The following day, Chappell and 
Watson 
tried 
twice 
to 
contact 
Roberts. But the last time they 
knocked on his door, Tinky peeked 
around the chained door and told 
them Jim Yellow wasn't there ■ 
and she was leaving soon, too. 
The game was over then. Narcotics 
agents raided the luxury apartment 
and seized more evidence. 
Jim Yellow was sentenced to 
spend 20 months to five years in 
prison. His wife, Tinky, was sen­ 
tenced to 16 months to four years 
in prison. 
They appealed to the District 
Court of Appeals — but were denied 
a new hearing. 
That’s the story of Jim Yellow 
taken from the files of the 0. 6. 
Narcotics Bureau. But the arrest 
and conviction of Jim Yellow is only 
a part of the answer to the problem 
of what to do about the slave- 
world of narcotics.

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Heavy Rains Lessen 
Construction Jobs 


Marin’s 
army % of 
construction 
workers felt a slight unemployment 
pinch last month when heavy sea­ 
sonal rains halted most outside 
work. 
Wilfred C. Gruit, manager of the 
San Rafael office of the state de­ 
partment of employment, said job 
insurance claims climbed to a week­ 
ly average o{ 238 by the month’s 
end. 
New claims filed during December 
averaged 95 a week, considerably 
higher than November’s 63. But 
since wet weather takes its toll each 
year, Gruit said, building trades 
workers will not leave the county. 
They’ll Just sit back and wait lor 
the sun to shine. 
This temporary downward trend 
in Marin’s major industry was felt 
in the service fields, especially re­ 
tail selling, where there was a 
sharp post-Christmas lag. 
Though unemployment c l a i m s 
mounted as the month progressed, 
there was no major surplus of 
workers except in construction, ac­ 
cording to Gruit. 
Opportunities for skilled and well 


trained workers were few, he re­ 
ported, and January promised little 
in the way of government work at 
the various installations about Ma­ 
rin. 
Elsewhere In the Bay Area the 
labor market was a little healthier 
than a year ago, but material short­ 
ages caused lay-offs in some in­ 
dustries that couldnVbe blamed on 
toe weather. 
Hardest hit were the machinery 
and auto assembly plants. Food 
processing and allied industries had 
the usual number of men out of 
work, at least usual for this time 
of yetó*. 
Area unemployment rose to an 
estimated 31,000, compared to 27,800 
in November. A swollen demand for 
sales people during the Christmas 
rush took up a good deal of the 
seasonal slack.

Education Should Teach People 


How To Think Says CTA Officer 


Arthur Corey, executive secretary 
of the California Teachers Associa­ 
tion, to his address at the meeting 
of the Fourteenth District, Cali­ 
fornia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers tn Novato last week said: 
‘'Practical teaching is inductive. 
Today's trained teacher builds from 
something within the experience of 
the child to the new experience she 
wishes to teach him. 
“The American concept of educa­ 
tion is inductive. We are building a 
new concept of education, trying to 
get away from educational patterns. 
This is expensive and complicated 
and we still are not quite clear how 
to go about it But we are convinced 
we must have this type of educa­ 
tion in a democracy. It is simple to 
teach by pattern; to cram-in ready- 
ma de opinimts — indoctrination 
which may be enforced. But in a de­ 
mocracy 
education 
must 
teach 
people to think for themselves." 
The speaker pointed out: "When 
you accept the theory that every 
child umst go to school until If 
years of age, then you must aooept 
the responsibility that you must 
provide an education to fit the 
needs of#that child ” He asked, “Are 
you still trying to fit all children 
into an education pattern fitted to 
a few? Axe the hurdles so high that 
some children will never be aide to 
make them’ " 
REWARDING PROFESSION 
Of the teaching profession Corey 
said: “Young people must be en­ 
couraged to enter the (education) 
field as one of the most satisfying 
and rewarding. It (teaching) must 
be sufficiently well paid with pref­ 
erably a single standard of re- 
numeration for equivalent prep arm-* 
tion, but teachers must also feel 
their work is rewarding in terms of 
moral and spiritual values ’ 
The speaker was introduced by 
Mrs. William Patching of San Ra­ 
fael, district program chairman.

New Drug Used For Skin Ills is 


An Antibiotic Called Neomycin 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
Recently in this column I men­ 
tioned some newly discovered drugs 
that are helpful in many skin dis­ 
orders 
One that has shown great 
nromise in treating skin infections 
is an antibiotic called neomycin. 
One of the good points about 
this drug is that people are rarely 
allergic to it, even though they may 
be allergic to other antibiotic drugs, 
such m, tor example, penicillin. 
PRODUCES ALLERGY 
Many times people with local skin 
infections are treat«! with an anti­ 
biotic ointment which later pro­ 
duces an allergy to that particular 
antibiotic. 
The allergic reactions 
make it impossible for these people 
to use the drug again if it is 
needed to treat a severe infection, 
such as an infection of an internal 
organ. 
The solution to this problem may 
lie in using neomycin and other 
new antibiotics for skin infections 
Neomycin is rarely used internally 
When employed in cases of severe 
infection. It causes few allergic re­ 
actions. 
Neomycin was discovered in 1949, 
and since that, time has shown re­ 
markable power in destroying num­ 
erous types of bacteria. It is now 
being used for infections cf the 
skin and intestines, «nee it is not 
absorbed from these part* of the 
body. 


Neomycin has proved very effec­ 
tive against infections of the outer 
ear. skin ulcers and many other 
forms of skin infections. 
Its re­ 
sults can be seen from one series 
of 95 patients with impetigo and 
other such skin conditions. All ex­ 
cept seven responded to treatment 
with neomycin in from three to 
six days. 
, 


There 
are 
certain 
drawbacks, 
however, to giving neomycin inter­ 
nally over a long period of time. It 
was discovered that when so taken, 
this drug can cause damage to the 
kidneys, and has • slight tendency 
to cause 
deafness. 
Nevertheless, 
under certain circumstances, neo­ 
mycin. given internally by means 
of injections into the muscles, may 
prove life-saving.

Answer; Psittacosis is an Infec­ 
tious disease caused by a virus, and 
is usually transmitted by parrots

toms generally are cough, fever and 
great weakness.

meeting at Mission Inn. 
Col. Engelhart was one of the two 
principal speakers at the meeting 
co-sponsored by dub’s public affairs 
committee, headed by Mary Ford, 
and the organization’s civil defense 
committee of which Alicia Jacobsen 
is chairman. 
The other main speaker was Rich­ 
ard Sims, Marin county’s district 
attorney. He and Col. Engelhart had 
ts their subject “Stop That Rumor," 
the national B.P.W.C. slogan of civil 
defense. 
• 
Rumors fall into three categories, 
Col. Engelhart said: fear, such as 
that caused by the Orson Wells* 
broadcast on the invasion by Mars, 
wishful, the cause of the false 
armistice rumors in 1918, and hate, 
inspired by a desire to do harm. 
The speaker urged his listeners to 
be skeptical of propaganda and ru­ 
mors and to check these carefully 
before repeating them. Rumors are 
always “floating around* Col. En­ 
gelhart said, but are more numerous 
at times of great tension or dis­ 
aster. He said that when he was 
held a prisoner by the Japanese at 
Inchon, rumors drifted in that the 
Japanese had surrendered but be­ 
cause there had been so many false 
rumors before the prisoners did not 
dare believe they were to be liberat­ 
ed until informed by the Japanese 
commandant, 


LEGAL ASPECTS 
The legal aspects ot rumors and 
the laws on libel and slander were 
explained by the district attorney. 
“Rumor affects us personally," fee 
stated. The law zealously guards 
first hand facts and- will not allow 
any hearsay evidence in either crim­ 
inal or dvfi cases, the speaker said 
Congress, the Bar Association and 
the State Legislature are now con­ 
cerned with guaranteeing further 
protections of rights of persons tes­ 
tifying before investigating commit­ 
tees, Sims said. He also pointed out 
that while the public has the right 
to know the facts, reports of testi­ 
mony that has not been verified 
can do great harm. The district at­ 
torney spoke of cases where persons, 
later proved innocent of wrong do­ 
ing. were “investigatedbut had no 
opportunity to defend their char­ 
acters until after the erroneous re­ 
ports were in circulation.

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Education Should Teach People 
How To Think Says CTA Officer 


Arthur Corey, executive secretary 
of the California Teachers Associa­ 
tion, In his address at the meeting 
of the1 Fourteenth District, Cali­ 
fornia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers In Novato last week said: 
41 Practical teaching Is inductive. 
Today's trained teacher builds from 
something within the experience of 
the child to the new experience she 
wishes to teach him.. 
"The American concept of educa­ 
tion is inductive. We are building » 
new concept of education, trying to 
get away from educational patterns. 
This ifc expensive and complicated 
and we still are not quite clear how 
to go about i t But we are convinced 
we must have this type of educa­ 
tion in a democracy. It is simple to 
teach by pattern; to cram-in ready 
m a d e opinioifs — indoctrination 
which may be enforced. But in a de­ 
mocracy 
education 
must 
teach 
people to' think for themselves,’* 
The speaker pointed out: “When 
you accept the theory that every 
child must go to school until 18 
years of age, then you must accept 
the responsibility that you must 
provide an education to fit the 
needs of.that child." He asked. “Are 
you still trying to fit all children 
into an education pattern fitted to 
a few? Are the hurdles so high that 
some children will never be able to 
make them’" 
REWARDING PROFESSION 
Of the teaching profession Corey 
said: “Young people must be en­ 
couraged to enter the (education) 
field as one of the most satisfying 
and rewarding. It (teaching) must 
be sufficiently well paid with pref­ 
erably a single standard of re- 
numeration for equivalent prepara^ 
tion, but teachers must also feel 
their work is rewarding in terms of 
moral and spiritual values.”

YOUR HEALTH 
New Drug Used For Skin Ills Is 
An Antibiotic Called Neomycin 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
Recently to this column I men 
tioned some newly discovered, drugs 
that are helpful in many skin dis­ 
orders. One that has shown great 
oromise in treating skin infections 
is an antibiotic called neomycin. 
One of the good points about 
this drug Is that people are rarely 
allergic to it, even though they may 
be allergic to other antibiotic drugs, 
such as, for example, penicillin. 
PRODUCES ALLERGY 
Many times people with local skin 
nfections are treated with an anti­ 
biotic ointment which later pro­ 
duces an allergy to that particular 
antibiotic. 
The allergic reactions! 
make it impossible for these people 
to use the drug again if it is 
needed to treat a severe infection, 
such as an infection of an internal 
organ. 
The solution to this problem may 
e in using neomycin and other 
new antibiotics for skin infections. 
Neomycin is rarely used internally. 
When employed in cases of severe 
infection. It causes few allergic re­ 
actions. 
Neomycin was discovered in 184», 
and since that time has shown re­ 
markable power to destroying num­ 
erous types of bacteria. It is now 
being used for infections cf toe 
skin and intestines, atore it is not 
absorbed from these parts of the 
body. 


Neomycin has proved very effec­ 
tive against infections of the outer 
ear, skin ulcers and many other 
forms of skin infections. 
Its re 
suits can be seen from one series 
of 95 patients with impetigo and 
other such skin conditions. All ex 
cept seven responded to treatment 
with neomycin in from, three to' 
six days. 
% 


There 
are 
certain 
drawbacks, 
however, to giving neomycin inter­ 
nally' over a long period of time. It 
was discovered that when so taken, 
this drug can cause damage to toe 
kidneys, and has a slight tendency 
to' cause 
deafness. 
Nevertheless, 
under certain circumstances, neo­ 
mycin, given internally by means 
of injections into the muscles, may 
prove life-saving.

Answer: Psittacosis is an Infec­ 
tious disease caused by a virus,* and

Rumors fall into three categories, 
Col. Engelhart said: fear, such as 
that caused by the Orson Wells’ 
broadcast on the Invasion by Mars, 
wishful, the cause of the false 
armistice rumors in 1918, and hate, 
Inspired by a desire to do harm. 
The speaker urged his listeners to 
be skeptical of propaganda and ru­ 
mors and to check these carefully 
before repeating them. Rumors are 
always “floating around," Col. En­ 
gelhart said, but are more numerous 
at times of great tension or dis­ 
aster. He said that when he was 
held a prisoner by the Japanese at 
Inchon, rumors drifted in that toe 
Japanese had surrendered but be­ 
cause there had been so many false 
rumors before the prisoners did not 
dare believe they were to' be liberat­ 
ed until informed by toe Japanese 
commandant. 


LEGAL ASPECTS 
The legal aspects of rumors and 
the laws on libel and slander were 
explained by the district attorney. 
“Rumor affects us personally" he 
stated. The law zealously guards 
first hand facts and will not allow 
any hearsay evidence in either crim­ 
inal or civil cases, the speaker said. 
Congress; the Bar Association and 
the State Legislature are now con­ 
cerned with guaranteeing further 
protections of rights of persons tes­ 
tifying before Investigating commit­ 
tees, Sims said. He also pointed out 
that while the public has the right 
to know the facts, reports of testi­ 
mony that has not been verified 
can do great harm. The district at­ 
torney spoke of cases where persons, 
later proved innocent of wrong do­ 
ing, were “investigated," but had no 
opportunity to defend their char­ 
acters until after toe erroneous re­ 
ports were in .circulation.

The evolution and development of 
canned juices is one of the exciting 
and vigorous chapters in the history 
of feeding the American family. No 
phase of the food industry has 
grown with such rapidity or to such 
volume as have canned juices. 
A quick look reveals that grape- 
fruit juice made its first appearance 
in bottles in the 20s. The first to­ 
mato juice appeared to 19» and was 
filtered so that It was as clear as 
apple juice. 
Single strength orange juice ap­ 
peared in 19». First of the non- 
citrus fruit juices to put in an ap­ 
pearance in cans was pineapple 
juice in 19». The year 1935 saw 
experiments in blending orange and 
grapefruit juices. That parade now 
includes 21 fruit and vegetable Juice 
varieties. 
Production of these vitamin-rich, 
flavorful. nutritious “drinks’* ex­ 
ceeded 120.000.000 cases in 1950. 1951 
figures have not yet been com­ 
puted. A “casp” is 24 No. 2 cans 
or its equivalent. That’s enough can­ 
ned fruit and vegetable juices to 
provide every man. woman and child 
in America an average of 73 four- 
ounce glasses of canned Juice a year.
